When Chamberlain was a Liberal he 
was quite as biting In his wit at the 
expense of the Conservatives as he 
afterward became in grilling the Lib­ 
erals.

It occurred just after tin* 
return of Lord Salisbury from bis ne­ 
gotiations with Bismarck. 
Salisbury's

it is said. contained a number of “ifs,” 
and this gave the cue to Mr. Chamber- 
lain for one of those retorts which 
raised bim in tile forefront of debaters. 
During a speech in the house lie said: 
“VV’lint the honorable gentleman has 
said reminds me of a rime I learned 
from my nurse: 
"IX all tho seas were bread and cheese, 
If all tile rivers were ink. 
If nil the lakes were currant cakes, 
What should we have to drink?" 
Iii his Sunday school clays Mr. Cham­ 
berlain wore an eyeglass, but no or­ 
chid. 
He always kept on Ids hat and 
overcoat 
and 
carried 
Ids 
umbrella 
while teaching, 
lie was fond of walk­ 
ing about the room as he taught, and 
when, as sometimes happened, one of 
the tired factory lads in his class 
showed unmistakable signs of drowsi­ 
ness the teacher would point with his 
umbrella to the sleepy boy and say: 
“Good night, Jones! 
I have no objec­ 
tion to your going to sleep, only please 
don't snore.” 
Chamberlain was distinguished for 
many things, and one was ids aversion 
to other physical exertion than that 
necessarily 
involved 
in 
making 
a 
speech. William M. Evarts was asked 
senile years before ins death w hat was 
Ids explanation of his hale old age. "I 
do not know,” he replied, “unless it is 
that I take the least possible physical 
exercise” 
Mr. 
Chamberlain 
might 
have said tile same thing in view of 
his apparent youthfulness at tile age 
of seventy. Ile had no physical diver­ 
sions. 
He disdained exercise*, 
('limb­ 
ing stairs was an abomination to him. 
He would ta Bt* a lins rather than walk 
a single block. 
Here is ins own state­ 
ment: 
"I do not cycle. 
I do not ride.

not walk when I can help it. 
I do not 
[day cricket. 
I do not play football. 
I 
do not play tennis. 
I do not even play 
golf. whicii I have been assured is an 
indispensable condition of statesm an­ 
ship."
